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City Administrator Sutter given 30-day suspension

City government in East Jor- 
dan has been shaken up over the 
past weeks. 

The June || firing of veteran 
city clerk Kathy O’Rear after a 
routine meeting led to questions 
about City Administrator Caro- 
lyn Sutter’s handling of her du- 
ties. Events culminated at a June 
13 special meeting called by com- 
missioner Brian Sweet, during 
which Sutter faced an unfriendly 
grilling in front of a packed city 
hall audience, which included 
O’Rear and her attomey. 

O’Rear has served as city clerk 
for 12 years. At press time, Sutter 
had given no reason for O’ Rear’s 
firing. 

Mayor Russ Peck and City 
Commissioners Brian Sweet, 
Ruth Gee and Dan McKinnon 
took turns asking Sutter about a 
number of incidents involving 
Sutter’s interactions with em- 
ployees and handling of city fi- 
nances. 

Sweet grilled Sutter on wheth- 
er she instructed city employees 
_ to open commissioners’ mail 
without permission, taking meet- 
ing minutes during work sessions 
(aduty the city charter assigns to 
the clerk) and editing of meeting 
minutes, lack of timeliness in 
distributing agendas and other 
documents to some commission- 
ers, the city audit, and missing a 
deadline for a grant application 
for a park that the city applies for 
every year but so far has failed to 


et. 

Gee had questions about wheth- 
er Sutter has discouraged city 
employees from talking to each 
other and members of the public. 

Sutter denied most of the alle- 
gations and offered explanations 
for others. She at one point re- 
sponded to a question with, “I’m 
obviously out of the loop be- 
cause you're asking me these 
questions in public.and youcould 
have asked these questions any- 
time.” 

In a prepared statement sub- 
mitted to an area newspaper and 
published June 12. O’Rear cited 
lack of communication among 
employees and concerns about 
access to elected officials by 
employees and city residents. 

“When department heads are 
instructed not to speak to one 
another or other city officials 
about important city issues. there 
is no concept of or encourage- 
ment for teamwork or progress,” 
she said. 

Peck asked Sutter whether she 
had made an employee cry by 
publicly forcing her to clean the 
city hall carpet. Sutter replied 
she asked the person who cleans 
city hall to clean it because there 
was tar on it, and it shouldn’t 
have mattered who was standing 
at the counter. 

McKinnon hammered on an 
incident where Sutter asked the 
city water foreman to take care of 
a residential water leak. The res- 
ident stood up and said the prob- 
lem had been resolved.

Hansen said over the five-year 
millage period, the vocational- 
technical millage will improve 
existing vocational programs in 
business services and technolo- 
gy and auto mechanics. 

“Upgraded equipment and soft- 
ware is expected in each area. 
The study of new programs will 
also take place, and the district’s 
technology delivery system will 
also be upgraded,” he said. 

“We’re very pleased that the 
East Jordan area and the rest of 
Char-Em supported the millage,” 


Hansen said. “There is a cléar 


need for vocational-technical 
education for ‘all students, and 
the applied nature of such pro- 


grams always tends to provide a 


practical link to the real world for 


students. *

Sutter was subjected to, with one 
describing the questions as “nit- 
picky.” 

“We hired the city administra- 
tor because she’s not supposed to 
make popular decisions,” said 
Mark Postma. “The city charter 
was designed to avoid exactly 
the situation here tonight. It’s 
like a witch-hunt, and it’s pretty 
sad.” 

After the questioning session, 
Sweet read a no-holds barred list 
of 18 reasons why Sutter should 
be suspended during the meet-

ing, which included “inappropri- 
ate management style; misuse- 
squandering of city resources; 
responsible for low employee 
morale ... inability to delegate 
proper authority to department 
heads, abrogation of responsibil- 
ities to city while hospitalized by 
not appointing an acting admin- 
istrator, in violation of section 
4.03 of the charter ... misinfor- 
mation and outright lies to com- 
mission; putting city at risk by 
alienation of all city employees: 
and just plain poor management.” 

Noting that Sutter, who has 


been hospitalized twice in recent 
weeks, has been under doctor’s 
orders to reduce stress, Peck 
asked the commissioners to sus- 
pend her for 30 days with pay. 

“I propose that the administra- 
tor be suspended from her duties 
to allow her time to recover and 
to allow commissioners to look 
into some of these (matters),” he 
said. 

The vote was four to two in
